The Canadian Constitution 

Necessity, it has been said, fs the. mother of invention, and certainly the 
absolute necessity of Governments, during and since the war period to find 
large revenues wherewith to meet heavy national expenditures and unpre- 
cedented interest charges led to the inauguration, if not invention, of new 
schemes and. methods of taxation. 
sible to control expenditures, hence it was necessary to raise. money by bor- 
rowings and through excessive taxation to cover such expenditures. This 
practice, then enforced upon Governments, has for too long a period been 
continued—Govéernments basing theif revenue requirements upon their ex- 
penditures, instead of endeavoring to bring expenditures within ‘the limits of 
their revenues. 

More recently, however, attempts have been made to reduce expendl- 
tures. The WaShington conference on armaments was a noteworthy attempt 
in that direction. In Great Britain remarkable economies have been recom- 
mended by the Geddes Commission, and steps are now being taken to put 
many of these into effect, In Canada, too, an earnest effort is being made | 
to bring about reduction in national expenditures, instead of merely striving 
to devise new nteans of taxation and enlarged revenues. These are signs of 
a return to national sanity, because the road we were travelling was bound 
ere long to end in disaster, Municipal governments are likewise beginning 
to learn from past bitter experiences, and reductions in civic budgets are the 
order of the day. 

There is, however, one field in Canada which would appear to offer an op- 
portunity for harvesting a valuable crop of national economies and savings in 
expenditures, both Federally and Provincially, that is being neglected, Un- 
doubtedly, polticians are somewhat loth to tackle it as once the question is 
opened to close investigation and expert study there is no telling what acute 
differences of opinion may develop throughout the country, or what really 
troublesome questions may call for answer and a solution. It 1s’ a case of! 
leaving well enough alone no matter how bad that “well enough” may be. 

We refer to the very large question of the increasingly apparent need for 
a revision of Canada’s constitution as it is laid down in black and white in 
the British North America Act. ~During more than half a century of un- 
paralled change and progress throughout the world, there has been practically | 
no amendment of any importance to the Canadian constitution. It still} 
stands as it was written to meet the needs of 1867 and the future as it could 
be read by statesmen at that time. 

The B.N.A. Act was the product of almost innumerable compromises, and 
unless these compromises had been effected at that time the Dominion would 
never have been brought into existence. . But sureJy Canada has advanced 
sufiiciently, and national sentiment developed to an extent, to warrant the 
hope that we have outgrown the need for many of the compromises effected 
fo meet the local fears and jealousies of Provincial units and minorities in | 
1867. : 

With one of the heaviest per capita national debts in the world it is | 
essential that Canada should enforce economies in administration and ex- 
penditure wherever it can be done without impairing the efficiengy of the, 
public services. And where it is possible to effect changes which will not 
only prove economical but add to efficiency in service and administration, 
surely it is the height of folly to neglect them merely because the path to 
reform may be strewn with difficulty. 

‘After all.no very great controversial questions need be involved in a| 
consideration of ‘quite a few subjects wherein there will be found to lie big 
opportunities for increased efficiency jn public services at a very materially |

Big ‘Gane Resiierces 


Hunting Licenses Could be Made 
Source of Revenue 


. The comparatively large revenue 
that could be derived from the big 
game in the province through the is- 
suing of licenses for hunting is in- 
dicated by the large revenue derived 
annually by the province of New 
Brunswick which has only a small 
portion of the big game that is found 
in Alberta. R. C. W. Lett, coloniza- 
tion agent.ofthe Canadian National 
Railway, recently received a state- 
ment from that province which shows 
that the revenue derived from issuirg 
shooting licenses in that province last 
year wa8s $60,000 for big game alone. 
In all 12,113 big game licenses were 
issued, of this number 534 were issued 
to people from outside of the -proy- 
It is estimated that the game 
hunters that came to the province of 
New Brunswick to shoot big game 
spent $160,000. 

In Alberta there is much more 
game, both in number and _ variety 
than New Brunswick ever had, yet as 
a source of revenue the big game has 
been practically overlooked.

Fur Farming 


Sanitation and Cleanliness Are Essen. 
tial for Success , 
In my last letter I told of the possi 
bilities of fur farming and why it 
should be profitable in the west, I 
Will now try to tell you how it should 
be carried on to have the greatest in- 
crease in your stock. 
There are important 
things to consider in fur farming and 
the most essential are.to get the very 


some very 


best stock to start with. Another is 
proper feeding and still another is the 
Sanitary problems. of your ranch, 
which if neglected mean failure. to 
produce the kind of animal that 
brings the highest market price. 
Wild animals in. captivity are not 
subject to many diseases if sanitation 


is strictly enforced, To do this one 
must start early in the spring or as 
s00n as it is advisable to go into the 
ranch and keep everything scrupulous 
ly clean in the pens and houses, and 
if the houses are sprayed once.a week 
with creolin, using a fine spray, fleas 
will be kept away and you will not 
have to usé anything on your animals. 
All feeding dishes should be first 
washed in clean water and then boil 
ed and set in the sun until again used, 
and every dish used in preparing the 
food should be treated the same after 
it is used so that nothing will become 
tainted in the least. - All fgod that is 
carried over from one meal to another 
should be protected from flies, etc., 
either by screens or fn a cooler, and 
food should be fed as fresh as it is 
possible to procure it. It is true 
that some animals will eat food that 
has gone bad, but it is just as true 
that this food is not good for them 
and will sooner or later cause trouble. 
It is better to feed milk in the eyen- 
ing after the weather becomes hot 
and muggy, as it does not sour as 
quickly_in the cool of the evening as 
it does-in the sun of the day.—W. G. 
Church, Inspector.

The Drought Area Relief Act has been passed to enable per- 
eons residing in certain areas of Southern Alberta and their credit- 
otra to adjust their accounts, and to prevent the dissipation of the 
resources of needy residents by a multiplicity of action and other 
legal proceedings. { 

Any person who has been resident and actively engaged -in 
farming operations in such drought area for at least one year prior 
to January 1st, 1922, and is still resident and engaged in farming 
can come within the provisions of the Act, 

The duty of the Commissioner is to endeavor to adjust matters 
between residents in the said area and their creditors so as to pro- 
vide for the satisfaction of just claims, 

Any resident farmer within the drought relief avea, or any 
creditor of such resident farmer, can apply to the Commissioner 
for an enquiry into and an adjustment of his affairs. 

It is reco: that applications be forwarded at once, as if 
there is any delay the detail work necessary jn the adjustment of 
— account cannot be completed in time after the crop is harvest-

before August 15th next does so at his own risk, as it may not be
